Increase in Farm-to-Market Road 
Projects Announced. 


Scott Wilson, chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, an- 
nounced yesterday that road pro- 
jects to cost about $1,000,000 had 
been added to the Federal relief 
program on the farm-to-market sys- 
tem. This brings the total to 245 
projects in 100 counties at an esti- 
mated expenditure of $2,282,784. The 
State will pay for material, super- 
vision and equipment, costing $1,- 
124,525, and $1,158,259 of FERA 
funds will be used for labor ob- 
tained from the relief rolls.

R. C. Smith Accused of Fatally 
Injuring Man When in 
intoxicated Condition. 


Russell C. Smith, 29-year-old of- 
fice Manager, was sentenced to a 
year in the Workhouse by Circuit 
Judge Connor today on his plea 
of guilty of manslaughter and driv- 
ing when intoxicated.

AFAMILY AFFAIR 


President Cathcart of New 
Concern Brother-in-Law

of Its Predecessor. 


Robert O. Cathcart, president of 
the new Mound City Cab Co., which 
has been operating Yellow® taxis 
since Jan. 15, is a brother-in-law of 


William J. Brown, president of a 
predecessor, the American Taxicabs, 
Inc., it was brought out in a depo- 
sition yesterday. It was shown that 
the business of providing taxi serv- 
ice in machines painted yellow or 
brown had been pretty much a fam- 
ily affair here for the last 17 years, 

Mrs. Cathcart, Brown’s sister, 
has been chief night dispatcher for 
both companies. Mrs. E, J. Denton, 
another sister of Brown, has been 
chief day dispatcher of both con- 
cerns. J. R. Cathcart, brother of 
Robert, has been connected with 
both. Robert Cathcart testified he 
was receiving $100 a week as presi- 
dent of Mound City. Brown, who 
testified a week ago that his broth- 
er-in-law had been paid $40 a week 
as night supervisor, said he him- 
self drew $65 a week first as presi- 
dent of the old company and then 
as manager of the new. 

Suit Over $43,727 Claim. 

Cathcart was examined by Rich- 
mond C. Coburn, counsel for the 
Yellow Manufacturing Acceptance 
Corporation, which filed a receiver- 
ship suit against American Taxi- 
cabs, Inc., and has been trying to 
find assets of the latter concern to 
satisfy a claim of $43,727. This 
amount was the balance due for 
cabs after sale for $30,250 of 187 
machines it replevined Dec. 9. 

Alderman Wilbur C. Schwartz, 
attorney for the Mound City, the 
American Taxicabs and their pre- 
deecssors, the Yellow Motor Co. and 
the Brown Cab Co., advised Cath- 
cart not to answer many of Co- 
burn’s questions concerning the va- 
rious corporate setups and other 
matters. Cathcart, who resides at 
5135 Wabada avenue, and who has 
been associated with Brown since 
1918, when they conducted. the 
Brown Cab Co. in a small way, took 
his lawyer’s advice and refused to 
answer. He said Schwartz took the 
lead in forming the Mound City 
company. 

A mild-mannered little man; Cath- 
cart spoke in a voice so low that 
Schwartz had to admonish him to 


speak up “as though he were ad- 
dressing a taxi chauffeur.” He wore 
a green shirt, brown tie and gray 
suit. His thinning hair was tufted 
on his forehead. There were heavy 
circles under his eyes; he has done 
night work for years, and said, in 
response to a ‘question, that his 
duty now was night 
alone. 

His Estimate of Business Costs. 

Business costs mentioned by the 
witness were: Telephone service, 
about $750 a month; payments on 
90 taxi. meters, under a five-year 
plan, about $450 a month, or $5 
per meter; gasoline—“less than 
American Taxicabs bought’—about 
$700 a week; $300 a month under a 
contract with the Terminal Rail- 
road for taxi stand privileges at 
Union Station; Hotel Statler, $150 
a month for the taxi stand; Hotel 
Chase ana the Forest Park Hotel, 
about $10 a month each for stands; 
also salaries, including $40 a week 
for his wife. Cathcart said the 
Ohmer Meter Co. of Dayton, O., 
took back 66 taxi meters from 
American Taxicabs, Inc., and sold 
90, which had been held by Amer- 
ican Taxicabs, Inc., to the Mound 
City firm, for $225 each.

would be revised at its next renew- 


al came yesterday from the White 
House, but President Roosevelt as- 
serted flatly the pact would not be 
reopened before June 16, its ex- 
piration date. 

Settling rumors that followed an 
NRA report criticising conditions in 
the industry, the chief executive 
gave his no-reopening edict. At the 
same time, however, he said con- 
stant inquiry was being made with 
a view to corrections in whatever 
new code may be adopted. 

The June 16 expiration date of 
the automobile agreement is the 
same as that when the NRA dies 
unless renewed. Recommendations 
for revising and renewing’ the 
Blue Eagle machine, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, probably will go to Congress 
next week, 

Further Study of Industry. 

The President spoke at®his press 
conference. A statement was made 
by W. A. Harriman, administrative 
officer of NRA, that it was obvious 
the code would be reviewed before 
the next production period in the 
fall. The critical report on the in- 
dustry recently made by NRA, he 
said, was being amplified by fur- 
ther study. * 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
has been attacking the code re- 
newal, said he found support for 
his position in the NRA report. 

He said it backed up “the posi- 
tion of the federation with regard 
to the Wolman board.” Leo Wol- 
man is head of the Automobile La- 
bor Relations Board, and his activi- 
ties have been criticised by the 
federation. 

Harriman, however, differently 
interpreted the board’s recommen- 


dations. He said the board wanted 
a more extensive automotive indus- 
try tribunal; that the Wolman 
board was not specifically criticised 
and that no judgment was passed 
on its work. 

“Sweeping Changes Needed.” 

Harriman also objected to inter- 
pretations that the President had 
“rejected” the board’s suggestions. 
He found they had been accepted 
generally and that the board had 
stressed it was not stating the time 
when its plans should be incorporat- 
ed in the code. 

As to the research report, by 
Leon Henderson, director of NRA’s 
division of research and planning, 
Harriman stressed it was “one 
thing” while the board’s plans were 
“another thing.”

MISS FRIGK DEFEATS

Former Employe of Steel Man 
Alleged She Damaged His 
Standing as Art Critic.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Feb. 9. 
—After deliberating four hours, a 
Supreme Court jury yesterday held 
for Miss Helen C. Frick, daughter 
of the multi-millionaire steel man, 
Henry Clay Frick, in the $250,000 
libel and slander suit instituted 
against her by James Howard 
Bridge, 78-year-old former employe 
of her father. 

Bridge charged Miss Frick dam- 
aged his reputation as an art critic 
by statements she made in a letter. 
On the stand she admitted she had 
written letters saying Bridge was 
not an art critic and that he was 
not in charge of the collection, be- 
ing only an employe. 

The Court defined as libel per se, 
if untrue, statements by Miss Frick 
that Bridge had never been curator 
of the Frick Galleries, but only a 
guide to visitors, that his writings 
On art were unworthy of serious 
consideration and that they could 
add nothing’ to art Knowledge or 


appreciation. 


Attorneys for Bridge moved for 
a new trial, the motion being taken 
under advisement by Supreme Court 
Justice William F. Bleakley. 

Justice Bleakley’s charge to the 
jury lasted 90 minutes. 

In final arguments, counsel’ for 
Bridge asserted books written by 
Bridge about the Frick art collec 
tion had made a great contribution 
to art, and had interested many 
persons in the collection.

Relief Recipient’s View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
did E.favor birth control as a new line 
of defense against publicly sup- 
ported dependents.”—Mrs. Samuel Mc- 
Pheeters as reported in the Post-Dispatch 
of Jan. 30. 

As a married woman on the relief rolls, 
I should like to discuss the above state- 
ment from our point of view. Certainly 
no woman on relief rolls should bring a 
child into this world. We are not receiv- 
ing sufficient to buy adequate food to 
produce a healthy child, and we are not 
receiving -adequate medical attention. 
When the child is born, we do not recetve 
adequate bedding and the unfortunate 
child does not receive sufficient clothing 
to keep it warm or clean. 

The Women’s Committee of Local 8&4, 
Illinois Workers’ Alliance, brought up the 
question of a birth control clinic in a 
meeting with the Williamson County Re- 
lief Administrator at least two months 
ago. We pointed out the conditions stat- 
ed above, and also that no woman could 
have children at the rate of one a year 
and be healthy herself or produce healthy 
children. We suggested that if such a 
clinic were opened here, we would do our 
best to see that the women on the relief 
rolls were acquainted with the opportun- 
ity open to them. We also gave Mr. Mil- 
ler, the Administrator, the addresses of 
various organizations, and that was the 
end of it as far as he was concerned. 

When we suggested a birth control 


ST. LOUIS’ RELIEF RECORD. 


In its statement about St. Louis’ relief expendi- 
tures, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment has 
made out an excellent case. From the very outset of 
the depression, St. Louis has gone diligently and gen- 
erously about the business of providing for the un- 
employed. First, the city dipped into general reve- 
nue to the extent of $1,525,000. When relief funds 
grew short in the winter of 1932, the Crisis Cam- 
paign was held. In that campaign, the city prom- 
ised to match private contributions of $600,000 with 
municipal funds. The private contributions, instead 
of totaling $600,000, were well over $1,000,000. 

In the fall of 1932, the voters-approved a bond is- 
sue of $4,600,000, most of which has now been spent 
as the city’s contribution toward relief. In addition, 
the city has spent more than $4,000,000 a year for 
maintenance of public charitable institutions, care of 
dependent children, free health and legal aid and for 
care of St. Louis citizens in State institutions. All 
this is aside from the sums contributed by citizens to 
the Community Fund drives. An election will be 
held April 2 to pass on another relief bond issue of 
$3,600,000. 

Contrast this record with that of the State. Mis- 
souri’s share of relief for 1934, as computed by the 
Federal Government, was $4,000,000, only a fraction 
of the Federal money that was poured into the State. 
By means of the sales tax, much of which, incidental- 
ly, came from St.- Louis, Missouri raised about 
$2.500,000. It is $1,500,000 short. The State has been 
notified by the FERA that it is expected to raise 
$1,000,000 a month, beginning last January, including 
State and local funds. Of this amount, the State's 
share should at least be one-half. 

If the State again defaults in its obligation, as it 
did last year, it invites the threat of withdrawal of 
Federal funds. Some of the legislators in Jefferson 
City are making light of this, citing Georgia and 
other states which have shoved almost the entire re- 
sponsibility of caring for their unemployed to the 
shoulders of the Federal Government. But Missouri 
is too rich and should be too proud to be placed in 
that category. It should meet fully the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s terms. 

In case it does not, we agree with the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment that St. Louis should 
not be penalized. We agree that the city’s record, in 
ease of default by the State, entitles it to direct al- 
lotment.

‘Events follow closely upon one another in the move 
to rid St. Louis of the smoke blight. Mayor Dick- 
mann says he is in favor of putting the city into the 
gas business if Laclede will not make cheap gas 
available to the people. The Board of Aldermen, 
which opens its investigation into the natural gas sit- 
uation Feb. 13, is inviting testimony from Washing- 
ton or anywhere else. Senator Wheeler charges that 
powerful Eastern financial interests are keeping nat- 
ural gas out of St. Louis and Detroit because they 
do not want rate structures disturbed. Secretary 
Ickes says that Texas, having become sensitive about 
criticism that natural gas is being wasted in the 
Panhandle, wants the Government to build a pipe 
line to St. Louis and Detroit. 7 

Meanwhile, the Federal Trade Commission has 
thrown light upon the reasons why the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. has’ become useless in the situation. The 
commission points out that when the Monroe inter- 
ests exploited Laclede, they put in $5,650,000 and took 
out $20,030,500, which exceeded their investment by 
$14,380,500. This is why Laclede cannot meet its 
bond maturities. It is why the company is not free 
to abandon obsolete properties and make its dis- 
tributing plant available for the distribution of cheap 
natural gas. It is why the Post-Dispatch has long 
advocated that the city pay the company a fair price 
for its plant. The investors in Laclede’s securities 
could get a better value from the city than they are 
likely to get from a receivership. In other words, 
they would rather have the bonds of the city, whose 
credit is good, than the bonds of the company, whose 
credit is bad. 

The seriousness of the smoke situation must in 
time bring all of us to our senses. The sulphurous 
gases released in the city by inadequate combustion 
of soft coal are unfit for human lungs. We are 
making sinus patients of children. The value of prop- 
erty in the city is fast being destroyed by soot and 
grime. The population is being driven into the 
county. The smoke cloud which settles down upon 
the city whenever there is not enough wind to blow 
it away has now become almost as oppressive five 
and six miles west of the city as it is at Jefferson 
avenue. It is destructive of trees and plants. 

We have been too apathetic, too indifferent to our 
own material and physical interests, too blind to the 
certain outcome of such a situation. We are not like 
any other American city. We sit in the bowl of the 
Mississippi Valley. We have no sea airs to blow the 
smoke away. We have no lake breezes to blow it 
away. Being only an approximate 500 feet above sea 
level, we have none of the outs enjoyed by coal- 
burning cities whose altitude is higher. We must 
move in our own defense. It is encouraging to see 
the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, the Secretary of 
the Interior, the United States Senate and the citi- 
zens of St. Louis aroused over this situation.

Gag Rule in the Missouri House 


The Silent Defendant 


Measure imposed by Democratic majority to block public debate and record votes and 
suppress minority resolutions violates both State Constitution and House rules, 
says Republican member; assails action as “un-American, unfair and unjust’’; gag rule 
cheats people of right to know attitude of their legislators, Representative adds. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

pardonable thing has ever happened in 

the history of the Missouri Legislature 
than occurred in the House of Representa- 
tives on Jan. 31, when the powerful Demo- 
cratic majority in that body by a straight 
party vote (with three exceptions) adopted 
a resclution nullifving one of the most 
sacred provisions of the Constitution of the 
State, the right of the people to know how 
their Representatives vote on important is- 
sues before the CLegislature. 

The issue was brought to the floor of the 
House when a Republican member offered 
a resolution authorizing an investigation of 
rumors and charges of graft and waste in 
certain departments of the State Govern- 
ment. No one could justly question either 
the right cf the member or the wisdom of 
such a resolution, especially in the face of 
the fact that these very departments were 
acking for increased appropriations. The 
resolution called for information that mem- 
bers of the General Assembly ought to have. 

A mction was made to adopt the resolu- 
tion. The Democratic floor leader moved to 
refer the resolution. The yeas and nays 
were demanded. Two questions were: then 
before the House: one, “Shall the resolution 
be adopted?” the cther, “Shall the resolution 
be referred?” 

Now the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri provides (Sec. 42, Art. IV): “The yeas 
and nays on any question shall be taken and 
entered on the journal at the motion of any 
two members.” The Constitution also pre- 
scribes (Sec. 15, Art. IV) the following oath, 
which had been administered by a Judge 
of the Supreme Court to every member cf 
the House: “I do solemly swear, or affirm, 
that I will support the Constitution of ... 
th. State of Missouri,” :

Cincinnati U. Research Man Says 


One-fourth of Them Are In- 
adequately Educated.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 9.—About 
one-fourth of the teachers in the 
elementary grades of American pub- 
lic schools are inadequacely edu- 
cated, Dr. Carter V. Good, profes- 
sor of education at the University 
of Cincinnati, and a member of the 
editorial board of the Journal of 
Educational Research, said yester- 
ay.

To Stravinsky, the writing of 
harmony is a science, approached 
in careful manner, embodying often 
the use of dissonance. 

“Dissonance and consonance are 
interdependent,’ Stravinsky said, 
“and one can’t exist without the 
other. Without dissonance how 
would one know consonance?” 

Stravinsky, who speaks French, 
Russian and German fluently but 
knows little English, continued that 
any sound which it is possible to 
make may be _ incorporated in 
music. But, he hastened to amend, 
the key to artistic composition is 


both its bad and good points as a 
| purveyor of music to the multitude. 
He feels that it creates a “tremen- 
dous means of musical publicity” 
but regards it as possessing the dis- 
advantage of tending to encourage 
people to listen to music -rather 
than creating music themselves. 

Stravinsky has few musical pref- 
erences—even in his own music, 
His recent compositions, he said, are 
closer to him than those of 10 years 
ago. Asked to define transitions in 
his various composition, he replied 
that they were “differences of 
years,” rather than musical integri- 
ty. To him, each piece is suffi- 
cient unto itself, created with the 
finest of his artistic genius at the 
time of its composition. 

Just now, Stravinsky is not com- 
posing. His tour, which began last 
month and will continue until 
Easter, takes most of his time. But 
it is productive, he said, of ideas 
which may be employed in later 
compositions.

Follower of No School. 

A celebrity at 29, already ac- 
claimed as the creator of the ballet

Asked for an opinion as to the 
merits of the compositions of Jean 
Sibelius, he observed that he had 
“read some” of his music and was 
“not interested in any more.” 

His Place in the Future. 

Stravinsky feels he may become 
for future generations an exponent 
of the compositions of his period. 
He is too individualistic to consider 
himself as head of a “school,” too 
absorbed in music to convey the 
slightest impression of personal ag- 
grandizement. 

Critics who mark changes in the 
style of his music, observed the 
Russian composer who for 20 years 
wrote music for the famous Russian 
ballet which paradoxically never 
played in Russia, might bear in 
mind that such changes are “not 
my fault” but are in the eyes of the 
public. 

Every composition is written to 
the limit; as Stravinsky grows old-' 


His personality is as _ individal- 
istic as his music. 

Extremely short, genial, alert, 
brisk in manner and action, he 
does not resemble the popular con- 
ception of a maestro. Apparently 
in the pink of health, doing daily 
calisthenics, he is a hypochrondiac, 
constantly worrying over his health, 
as well as that of the most casual 
acquaintance. His ocean trip to 
this country was an ordeal, often 
dolorously commented on to his 


friend Dushkin. 
Two Extra Overcoats. 


When Stravinsky stepped from 
the train, coming here from New 
York, he wore a heavy overcoat 
with a fur collar. A heavy scarf 
was wrapped about. his neck. A 
derby was pushed well over his 
brow. Over his arm he carried 
two extra overcoats and spoke with 
trepidation of the weather he may 
encounter between St. Louis and 
his next engagement at San Fran- 
cisco. 

At his hotel suite, he laid aside 
his extra overcoats, discarded the 
coat he was wearing only to dis- 
close he was also wearing two 
sweater coats. These he kept on. 
Although his train was an hour 
late, he received his interviewers 
before dining, saying it was “per- 
fectly natural” they should desire 
to talk to him, for “you are doing 
your work as much as I am doing 
mine.” 

Stravinsky, who has an 80-year- 
old mother, a wife and four child- 
ren, three of them grown, two of 
them painters, one a pianist, finds 
enjoyment in material things. 

“I love things,” observed, 
glancing at Dushkin, for whom he 
wrote his difficult violin concerto.

ST. LOUIS SYMPHONY 
IN REQUEST PROGRAM 


Beethoven’s C Minor Work and 
Mendelssohn’s ‘‘Fingal’s 
Cave” Performed. 


ONDUCTOR VLADIMIR 
C GOLSCHMANN and the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra 
gave their hearers yesterday after- 
noon full grounds to congratulate 
themselves on their own good taste. 
It was the annual request program, 
and the orchestra gave it one of the 
finest performances of the year. 


It must be conceded that two of 
the numbers, one of them the Bee- 
thoven C Minor Symphony, were 
second choice. But the brilliant and 
picturesque “Fingal’s Cave” over- 
ture of Mendelssohn surely left no 
regrets, even among partisans of 
the “Tannhauser” overture or the 
“Meistersinger” prelude. Both of 
the latter pieces got more votes in 
the popularity contest, but both 
were deemed too long for inclusion 
in this program. 

The patrons’ choice for the major 
work was like that of two seasons 
ago—first the Cesar Franck Sym- 
phony, and second the C Minor of 
Beethoven. This season, thanks to 
the fact that the Franck Symphony 
had already been programmed for 
next week’s concerts, the audience 
got the C Minor. 


It is music which speaks to ev- 
erybody, and none more directly, 
more exquisitely or more powerful- 
ly. There seemed a bare sugges- 
tion of the labored once or twice 
in the opening of the first move- 
ment, where Beethoven said, “So 
knocks Fate at the door’—but from 
that point Mr. Golschmann and the 
orchestra seemed to feel a sense of 
growing power. So far as this 
listener was concerned, it was fully 
justified. For the orchestra gave 
the familiar symphony the fresh- 
ness and authenticity of a new ex- 
perience, a profoundly moving one. 
That disconsolate second move- 
ment, the ghoulish, terrible mirth of 
the double basses in the third and 
then the breaking of dawn in the 
‘first violins—they are moments, 
| those, and the orchestra laid bare 
everything the music held. 


| Following came “Tod und. Verk- 
‘larung,” and the Strauss tone poem 
'is no anti-climax on any program. 
|One would like to say as much for 
|the other first choice, the Ravel 
|“Bolero,” but is tempted rather to 
‘dismiss it. Despite the staggering 
facility the composer demonstrated

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GERMANY TO KEEP | 
PEDIGREE BOOK FOR 
ALL-ARYAN BABIES 


Health Centers Will Supply 
Data in the Selection 
of Mates. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 9.—The Nazi Gov- 
ernment is printing and soon will 
issue a “Pedigree Book” which will 
do for Germans what breeding 
books do for cattle, dogs, horses 
and the like. By publishing the 
book and establishing community 
health departments throughout 
Germany, the Nazis are intensify- 
ing their favorite project, racial im- 
provement along “Aryan” lines. 

In announcing the “pedigree 
book” of racial health, Nazis de- 
clare, “it will be a necessity for 
everyone.” Every German will be 
recorded from birth. Its doctor- 
authors proceed on the theory that 
“for National Socialism, not being 
sick does not necessarily mean be- 
ing healthy; the man who can 
prove his health through his an- 
cestry is the healthy man.” 

Their goal is an Aryan, blond and 
prolific Germany, without Jews, 
criminals, childless couples or anti-

MOLECULE IS SEEN 


FOR THE FIRST TIME 


Illinois U. Professor Looks at 
Unit That Is Six Hundred 
Thousandths of Inch Long. 


By the Associated Press. 
URBANA, Ill, Feb. 9. — Prof. 


George L. Clark of the University 
of Illinois announced today that he 
and his colleagues in his X-ray lab- 
oratories had succeeded for the 
first time in the history of science 
in seeing a molecule through a mi- 
croscope—in this case, a plant 
molecule. A molecule, by definition, 
is a unit of matter, the smallest 


portion of an element or compound 
which retains identity in character 
with the substance in mass. 

For 97 years botanists have been 
working on this problem insofar as 
cellulose, rubber and plant products 
are concerned. No. product can be 
made synthetically perfect unless 
its exact molecular weight is 
known and used. Although syn- 
thetic rubber has been produced ir 
the past it has not been wholly 
satisfactory because scientists have 
worked on the theory that the 
molecular weight for synthesis 
was 68,000. The University of Illi- 
nois discoveries show that larger 
molecules will have to be formed, 
in the case of rubber, eight times 
as big as those now used. 

The plant molecules are described 
as being packed into perfect ellip- 
soids, always joined end to end in 
chain fashion. Their length is one 
and one-half microns, a micron be- 
ing four one-hundred-thousandths 
of an inch. These molecules have a 
molecular weight of 500,000, or half 
a million times more than that of 
an atom of hydrogen. 

Failure of scientists heretofore to 
be able to see the plant molecules, 
Prof. Clark said, was due to the 
fact that the molecules are em- 
bedded in a jelly-like substance 
which had not yielded to any break- 
ing down process. Either the mole- 
cules had been destroyed in the 
breaking-down or else the over- 
coating had not been actually dis- 
solved.

Costigan challenged specific 
statements in literature which he 
said the committee had broadcast. 

“This committee is making every 
effort to persuade the nation that 
this amendment originated in Mos- 
cow,” Costigan said. “Rarely have 
sO Many erroneous statements been 
crowded in so brief a space.” 

He challenged specifically the 
statement that the child labor 
amendment had been drafted by so- 
called radicals in the Children’s 
Bureau of the Department of 
Labor, among them Anna _ Louise 
Strong who is now on the staff of 
the Moscow News, a newspaper 
printed in English in Moscow. 
Costigan also attacked the com- 
mittee for attempting to show 
that the late Mrs. Florence 
Kelley, noted social. worker, was 
a revolutionary. He read a state- 
ment by former Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith of New York defending Mrs. 
Kelley. 

Anna Louise Strong had no part 
in drafting the amendment, Costi- 
gan said, adding that she had been 
a member of the Children's 
Bureau for only a short time sev- 
eral years prior to the drafting of 
the amendment. 

“The original draft of the child 
labor amendment was formulated 
by a committee headed by the late 
Samuel Gompers,” Costigan said. 
“This committee was composed of 
more than 20 national organiza- 
tions. One of them was the Con- 
sumers’ League, of which Newton 
D. Baker was then the head. 
Florence Kelley represented him on 
that committee.” 

Among those -who founded the 
child labor committee that spon- 
sored the amendment were, ac 
cording to Costigan, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, former President Grover 
Cleveland, Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard, and Adolph Ochs, publish- 
er. 

“This (Edmunds’) organization 
has made other statements equally 
fantastic,” Costigan said. 

He declared that Edmunds said 
he had been called on to organize 
the Committee for the Child, Fam- 
ily, School and Home by the Ser- 
tinels of the Republic and that 19 
of the members of the committee 
were also members of the Sentin- 
els. The Sentinels, Costigan said, 
were founded by Louis A. Coolidge, 
head of the United Shoe Machinery 
Co., and had been used, Costigan 
charged, by various groups of 
manufacturers for propaganda pur- 
poses.

Scared? Stranger, I was_ so 
scared that my toe nails would have 
curled if there’d been room!

It was a pocket mine. Pockety 
mining is a chancy matter. The gold 
doesn’t lie in loose nuggets, as it 
does in placer washing. Nor is it 
distributed regularly through ore 
at a fair ton-by-ton average. Gold 
is where you find it in a pocket mine 
—and it’s a 99-to-1 shot that you 
won't find it. Rarely is there a 
definite “prospect” to follcw. On 
again, off again, gone again—so 
goes the _ gold, flickering, flaring, 
fading through quartz, shale, clay, 
crystals, or what have you.

One month; two; six. I had been 
a pretty pink-and-white blonde with 
tiny hands and useless feet. Little 
by little—not noticing, not caring— 
I lost the pinkness and the pretti- 
ness. 

My long blonde hair slipped from 
under the sombrero, bleached to a 
grayish-cream. My eyelids crin- 
kled, contracted to blue slits under 
white eyebrows. My skin grained 
to morocco. I grew a grin; stopped 
being sorry for myself—became as

It is in- 
conceivable now, in the freedom of 
1934, to realize how little Nice Wom- 
en knew about men in those 
vears from 1884 to 1914; what 
abysses separated their worlds. 
Even in the West, where we went 
to- school together, tackled the fron- 
tier together, we were parted by 
invisible walls. Those walls had al- 
intrigued me, irritated _me, 
For what wonders might 
the other side! Now at 
last, in one mad leap, I had 
crossed the wall, left the woman's 
world behind me. Now I was with 
men, always with men—only men. 
I heard no other voices, knew no 
other problems, 

Men. Men. Nothing but men. 
Men and work and rock and sky 
and heat and buzzards and dyna- 
mite—it was all one intolerable blur 
at first. I had expected to be ex- 
cited, perhaps romantically in- 
trigued, but I was nothing of the 
sort. I was too punch-drunk with 
worry and weariness. I felt nothing 
at all. 

Then gradually, as my _ body 
righted itself, I began to discover 
what it meant to live in a world of 
men. But I made few discoveries 
during the days. During the days 
we were only silent, sweating 
brutes, drudging side by side. But 
with the nights, we became human 
beings—-and, gradually, comrades. 

The boy and I lived on the dirt. 
We lived under a tree. We lived in a 
cowshed.

Yes, I mined with men, lived with 
men, exclusively, for four’ years. 
Out in an almost womanless wil- 
derness, where I could do just zs 
I pleased! How exciting it sounds! 
And—you might as well be frank 
about it—you're hoping for the 
worst, aren't you? 

Of course you are. And with rea- 
son. There was I—“young  ‘n’ 
healthy,” not hard to look at, full of 
fun, and a swell cook. And there 
were they, many males, friendly, 
lonely—and not paralyzed. So nat- 
urally you expect to be regaled with 
a Wild West version of “I'm No 
Angel.” 


According to all the rules, that 
should be the result when you mix 
one lively lady and several assort- 
ed gentlemen with a lot of roman- 
tic scenery and stir thoroughly. For, 
since first we toddle, are we women 
not given dire warnings’ against 
Predatory Males who—according to 
the best feminine authority—live 
but to lie in wait for Unsuspecting 
Females? 

I’m 51 years old. Married three 
times. I've been wife, mother and 
fellow worker with men most of 
my life. If there were any facts I 
missed during these personal con- 
tacts, Ihave beena newspaper writ- 
er for 15 years—which is certainly 
the ultimate in wising-up on hu- 
man nature. And I’m_ convinced 
there’s just one fact you and I can 
bank on, sisters: 

We women are not half so much 
of a Treat or a Temptation to men 
as we've been led to believe.
